ed by the flurry caused abroad by 
publication of the charges, the 
Soviet government will proceed 
immediately with the trial of eight 
prominent Russians charged uith 
participation in an alleged inter- 
national conspiracy to overthrow 
the Soviet regime. 


The 25,000 word indictment pre- 


pared by N. V.< Krilenko, Soviet 
attorney general, alleges a wide- 
spread military and financial plot 
against Russia, and among the

were former premiers Poincare 
-and Briand of Fraiice, Sir Henri 
.Deterding, multi-millionaire Brit- 
ish oil magnate, and Colonel T. E 
Lawrence, the famous "Lawrence 
of the Arabs."

will be public, in order that all 
Russia may know how men sus- 
pected of counter-revolutionary at- 
tempts against the government are 
dealt with.

MAN'S MURDER 
ROUSED ENTIRE 
OHIO DISTRICT 


One Man Already Electrocut- 


ed, Others To Be Tried 


For Brutal Slaying. 


GEORGETOWN, Q., Npv. 12.— 


The murder of Robert 
Clemens, 


wealthy 
Brown-co 
farmer, 
for 


which Charles Cramer, 26, was 
electrocuted in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary at Columbus Monday, was 
one of the most cold blooded in 
Ohio's history of crime. 


Clemens was shot and killed by 


two young men he had befriended. 


One of the participants in the 


slaying was a man who had been 
reared on an adjoining farm. He 
had been a friend of Clemens for 
years. 


That man was Charles Johnston, 


33, who will go on trial for the 
murder December 10, the same 
day that John Zeller, 26, a third 
member 
of the ^reputed robber 


gang, is scheduled to be executed 


Clemens was awakened shortly 


betore midnight last May 13 by 
Cramer and Zeller, who asked him 
to help them pull their automobile 
fronj a ditch. He consented, and 
when, he was entering his barn for 
a team of horses, one of the band- 
its ordered him to "stick 'em up." 
Clemens, who was armed, shot at 
the men. The two bandits then 
fired four shots into the fanner 
and fled. 


Cramer, Zeller and Fred Davis 


were arrested the following day in 
a Cincinnati speak-easy. 
Cramer 


had been wounded in the arm by 
Clemens. 
The farmer identified 


Cramer and Zeller as his attackers 
before he died In a Cincinnati hos- 
pital. 


A coroner's investigation show- 


ed that a bullet from Cramer's gun 
caused Clemens' death. 


Johnson was later arrested us on 


accomplice and the four men were 
charged with murder. ' Cramer 
paid the supreme penalty and Zel- 
ler is under sentence to die in a 
month. 


Authorities have indicated that 


death will not be asked for Davis, 
who turned state's evidence at the 
trials of Cramer and Zeller. 
He 


is to be the principal witness for 
the prosecution in the trial of John- 
ston. 


Before he went to his 
death 


Cramer confessed to Colonel Walt- 
er Collins, of the Volunteers of 
America, that he fired 
the shot 


which killed the aged fanner be- 
cause he "didn't want the other 
boys to suffer for his act." 


The case has aroused the entire 


country-side. Clemens was one of 
the best known men in the section. 
The triel of Johnson haa attracted 
wide attention because he was 
known to have been a friend of the 
slam man, and knew that he often 
carried large sums of money. The 
others said that Johnson planned 
the attempted robbery which prov- j 
ed so disastrous.
